Our Works have two hundred feet frontage on Horatio Street and 
extend through to Jane Street, with a frontage of one hundred and sev- 
enty-five feet. Their different departments cover a floor space of about 
four acres. 

The perfect mills and machinery, and the general arrangements for 
economic manufacture, with the care exercised in the selection of materials, 
enable us to produce, at the closest figures, the best grades of goods, 
equal to any in the market. Our Dey Coloes are much esteemed by the 
Trade, for their strength, brilliancy and purity. Great care is given to 
the fine grinding of Coloes in Pure Linseed Oil, for Painters' use ; and 
the purity 'of the best grade is indicated by a copy of our signature on 
the lahel. 

The growing interest in Art matters, induced us some years since to 
add to our general business the Manufacture, Importing and Dealing in 
ARTISTS' MATERIALS. For this purpose we increased the facilities 
of our Factories, and secured tlie most experienced workmen and approved 
machinery. The intention was to give special care to the production of 
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Aetists' Fine Colors in Oil, Beushes, Canvas, Academy Boards, etc.;
